The Baking Basinets. 
baker comes down to us from an* 
tiquity, and lias alwa3*s figured more or 
less prominently in sacred and profane 
history. Witness tho conspicuous part 
played by Pharoah’s baker, and the ap- 
{Bearance of tho functionary in nursery 
ore in connection witli tho butcher and 
the candle stick maker. The baker and 
his cavernous oven Itelong to many lands 
anil manv ages, but it was reserved for 
modern days to transform the industry 
from an enlargement of the domestic 
process into one of the branches of 
trade employing labor-saving machinery. 
Let us first inspect the cracker de­ 
partment. The cracker is a “ peculiar 
institution.** The dough is first pre­ 
pared in long troughs. It is then put 
into a “ worm,” where a device which 
resend des a huge corkscrew turns and 
twists it, gives it its final kneading and 
forces it into a trough, from which it is 
passed through rollers and appears in a 
long sheet, ready to lie cut into crackers. 
Tins work is performed by a cutting ma­ 
chine, which bv sliding tho sheet of 
dough on a table under a die, cuts out 
720 crackers a minute. These are taken 
from the table on a flat woollen shovel 
and deposited in the over, a ' * the clip­ 
ping are thrown back into the dough 
trough. Crazing in at the mouth of the 
own we see a spacious compartment 
which we are told measures twenty feet 
square and thirty feet deep. It is heated 
by a furnace in the basement of the 
building. 
| (The oven contains eight shelves, nine 
feet long and three feet wide, arranged 
on a revolving frame and holding two 
and a half barrels of crackers. Eight 
minutes are required for the baking, and 
as soon as one shelf is emptied it is filled 
again from the cutting table. The baked 
crackers are conveyed to bins in the up­ 
per story by' an arrangement somewhat 
similar to that by which grain is ele­ 
vated. The buckets empty the crackers 
into a bin where they are allowed to cool 
and fall into a receptacle beneath, from 
which they arc taken and packed. The 
packing machine is a curiousty-contrived 
device, and arranges the crackers in 
rows so as to greatly facilitate the work 
of the packer. About thirty-tw’o barrels 
per da3' is tile product of the establish­ 
ment of which we speak. 
Let us pass to thai part of the bakery 
where ginger snaps ore made. Long, 
thin sheets of “ snap” dough pass be­ 
neath a cutting machine, similar to that 
used for crackers, which punches out 
twelve i^iaps at a stroke or 864 per min­ 
ute ? The cakes are then passed through 
steam and water to give them a glossy 
appearance, and are then placed in the 
oven, which has tables revolving hori­ 
zontally. One turn of the tables bakes 
the thin snaps, and two turns does the 
business for the thicker ones. The time 
taken to convert the dough into a baked 
snap is only about five minutes, and 50,- 
000 snails per hour, or 500,000 per day is 
the product 
After all, bread is the most important 
product of tile baker. Here we see a 
revolving crank in an iron trough mi Ting 
ten barrels of Hour in eight minutes. 
The bread is given four “ risings,’* and 
the weight of each loaf is ascertained 
lief ore it passes to the oven. The num­ 
ber of loaves turned out every day is 
3,100. About 500 loaves of brown bread 
are baked daily, some cooked by heat 
and some by steam, tile latter process 
requiring six hours.

He never eats the bodies of his 
victims, but merely laps the blood from 
the throat. So says Caph Forsyth, of 
the Bengal Staff Corps. 
I n a few hours a pitcher of water will 
absorb all tho respired gases in tho 
room, the air of which will nave become 
much purer, but the water utterly filthy. 
The colder the water is the greater the 
capacity to contain these gases. At or­ 
dinary temperature a pail of water will 
absorb a pint of carbonic add gas and 
several pints of ammonia. The capac­ 
ity is nearly doubled by reducing the 
water to the temperature of ice. Hence 
water kept in a room awhile is unfit for 
use. Impure water is more injurious 
than impure air. 
A r o y a l Bengal tiger lias been seen 
in his native jangles m hot flight from a 
pack of wild-dogs. These animals are 
small and make no noise, bat they are 
fierce and determined. 
When once a 
pack of them attack on animal, that an­ 
imal's doom is sealed; they never 
leave it. They will dog their prey for 
days if need be, and run it down ex­ 
hausted, and, if it turns to fight, they go 
in fearlessly and by their numbers win. 
All beasts of the forest dread the wild- 
dog, from which there is no escape by 
speed, artifice or battle. 
T h e speed of birds offers great variety. 
When tile flight does not exceed thirty 
miles an hour they are considered slow 
flyers. The speed of tho swallow is com­ 
puted at ninety miles, the hawk 150 
miles, while that of the swift is said to 
attain the astounding velocity of 180 
miles an hour. The endurance displayed 
by birds upon the wing is wonderful, 
and many instances are recorded which 
almost exceed belief. In the time of 
Henry IV. of France there was a falcon 
which became famous in Europe by fly­ 
ing from Fontainebleau to Malta, 1,350 
nines in twenty-four hours. But with­ 
out going so far back we may on a sum- 
mer’s afternoon watch a flock of swal­ 
lows for an hour without detecting an 
interval of rest Their skimming, busy, 
rapid wings never seem to tiro. What 
strength of flight, too, must be required 
in those annual migrations which bring 
the winter water fowl across the North 
sea to England from Scandinavia, and 
the summer visitors, nightingales and 
swallows, from Southern Europe or Af­ 
rica even. Long feats of flight are per­ 
formed by some others, such as the frig­ 
ate or man-of-war bird, which is some­ 
times found hunting for food in the At­ 
lantic more than 1,000 miles from shore. 
Yet it never seems to tire or to seek rest 
either on the surface of the sea or in the 
rigging of a ship, and it is not known to 
visit the land except at the return of the 
breeding season.

Incinerating Cadavers* 
Hie crcmationists claim to have made 
considerable progress in enlisting publie 
opinion on their side, but it is a notable 
circumstance that very few bodies have 
as 3’et been given to tile flames. The 
Le Moyne cremation furnace at Wash­ 
ington, PA, has lieen in existence for 
some years, and it has not averaged the 
cremation of two corpses a year. No 
one nos peen cremated in Lngiand aa 
yet, and when Sir Charles Dilke’s wife 
died, the lnxly had to be taken to Gotha, 
Germany, to be incinerated. In Milan, 
Dresden, aud Gotha are 
admirably 
equipped furnaces for thus disposing of 
the dead, but it is believed that not 
more than a hundred bodies have been 
thus dispose*! of. 
In truth, ereamation 
is an old pagan rite that can Lie traced 
hack to the worship of fire or the sun. 
There is much to lie said against our 
present method of burial. Cemeteries 
or graveyards are unwholesome, and are 
no longer {lermitted in or near large 
cities. Then, the rotting away in a cof­ 
fin is very offensive.

The Early Kings* 
I believe, upon a good deal of erl- 
lenne, that ancicntKings were itinerant 
raveling, or 
ambulatory personage* 
Alien they became shit ion ary they gen* 
rally jierislied. The primitive Kings of 
< immunities confined within the walls, 
ike the old Athenian and the old Roman 
kings, soon dropped out of sight Per­ 
haps, as Mr. Grote has suggested, they 
lived too much in full view of their sub­ 
jects for their tumble state to command 
much respect when the belief in their 
sacredness had been lost But the more 
barbarous King of communities spread 
over a wide territory was constantly mov­ 
ing about it; or, if he did not, he, too, 
perished, as did the Kings called the 
rot# faineants of the Franks. 
If I were called upon to furnish the 
oldest evidence of these habits of tho 
ancient King, I should refer to those 
Irish records, of which tho value is only 
beginning to bo discerned, for, whatever 
may lie said by the theorists who explain 
all national characteristics by something 
in the race or the blood, the most ancient 
Dish laws and institutions are nothing I 
more than the most ancient Germanic j 
laws and institutions at an earlier stage , 
of barb;irism. 
Now, when Englishmen like Edmund j 
Spencer first began to put their observa- I 
tions of Ireland into w riting—at the end j 
of the sixteenth century—there was one « 
Irish practice of which they spoke w’ith 
the keenest indignation. This was w hat 
they called the “ cuttings” and “ cosher- 
ings” of the Irish Chiefs—that is, their 
periodical circuits among their tenantry 
for the purpose of feasting with their 
company at the tenants* expense. It 
w as, in fact, only a late survival of com­ 
mon incidents in the daily life of the 
barbarous Chief or King, who had no 
t&x-gathi-rers to collect his dues, but 
went himself to exact them, living 
as a matter of right, while he moved, at 
the cost of his sui >j<*cts. The theory of 
the Irish law was, though it is impossi­ 
ble to say how far it corresponded with 
the facts, that the Chief had earned his 
right by stocking the clansman's land 
with cattle or sheep. 
We find a highly glorified account of 
the same practice in ancient records of 
the life and state of those Irish Chiefs, 
who called themselves Kings. *‘The 
King of Munster,” says the “ Book of 
Rights,”

Varnish, as ordinarily laid on, is objec 
tionable, as it gives a gun a “ Bruin rn a 
gem” look. The best plan is the follow­ 
ing : Heat the barrels to the temperature 
of boiling water (not any hotter, or 3*011 
may injure them), and rub them with 
the best copal varnish, giving them a 
plentiful coating. Let them remain hot 
naif an hour, aud theu wipe them dean 
with a soft rag. In this way you can 
get enough of the varnish into tile jiores 
of the metal to act as a preservative ; at 
the same time, no one would susjieet 
that the barrels hail ever been touched 
with varnish*. We have applied boiled 
oil, beeswax, paraffine, and some other 
substances in the same wa3*, and ob­ 
tained good results ; but, on tile w hole, 
we find nothing better than good copal 
varnish.

Twice a year I take tur]k*n 
tine and a paint brush and saturate 
the edges of the carjH-te all around, 
move all the furniture, and get at the 
dark and dusty corners, and in dark 
closets I rub tho brush all over, if car­ 
peted. For rich furniture, bike pajier 
and wet it with turpentine, and nail the 
paper under the sofas aud chairs. The 
smell of this will drive out the moths 
aud kill their eggs. To protect clothes, 
rub tho brush over the lait tom of your 
trunks or drawers, and put paper with 
turi>entme on around the furs or clothes. 
You know that turpentine is harmless, 
being made from pine, and often used 
for cleaning carpets and clothes. 
It will 
rather brighton the color of carpets than 
otherwise.”

dangerous serpents wjth impunity. But 
alas! wheu we come to iuvestigate these

even very improbable tales, we soon 
meet with a tissue of nonsense which 
throws one back in disappointment and 
disgust 
Thus, Mile. La Barca, iii her 
b< (ok on Mexico, says that injections of 
the rattlesnake’s venom into the veins is 
p r a c tis e d there, the result being that the 
inoculated one is not only protected from 
the bite* of all venomous animals, but 
has the power of inflicting a deadly bite 
himself! 
I think Pliny attributes some 
such process with the scorpion’s poison 
to his Afrix'an psylli, or serpent charm- 
tis, instead of the far more p ro b a b le one 
of Limiting the insect’s sting or extract­ 
ing the snake’s faugs.—The Loudon 
Field.
